stormy argument in its favor as 
follows: 

“High license, wherever prac- 
ticed, has reduced the number of 
saloons one-half, and this is fol- 
lowed by a proportionate reduc- 
tion of crime. The records of 
Philadelphia si:ow that in four 
months in 1887, under low license, 
the commitments for crime were 
10,956 ; in the same four months inv 
1888, under high license, 6,929, 
showing a decrease of 4,027. The 
arrests for drunkenness on Sun- 
days were 526 in the same months 
under low license, and 146 under 
high license. The number of sa- 
loons there under low license was 
7,000, and under high license 1,300, 
showing a decrease of 4,700. If 
high license is adopted in Califor- 
nia the same results would occur, 
and the benefits could only be esti- 
mated by millions of dollars’ ac: na! 
saving, by way of taxation for the ; 
support of paupers and criminals.” 

“One. important advantage of 
high license,” continued Mr. Mc- 
Connell, “is the large revenue it 
will bring. A business thatis di- 
rectly responsible for a large por- 
tion of the expenses of the public 
should be made to assist in bearing 
the burden. This is a simple mat- 
ter of right. If the saloons’could 
be made to bear the costs of courts, 
jails, prisons, hospitals, asylums, 
houses of correction, aud public 
and private charities, made neces- 
sary by their business, they would 
be astonished at the result, and 
would gladly accept a tax of $600 
per year as as merciful condition.” 

Mr. McConnell then resorted to 
his statistics again. In Michigan, 
in 1875, there were 6,444 saloons. 
High license was then adopted, | 
and 1,577 of them closed up within 
the next twelve months. The suc- 
ceeding year 881 more closed up, 
and so it has continued until but 
few remain. High license, he says, 
closes the worst class of saloons. 
Iu Lilinois in 1883 it closed about 
5,000 saloons. The revenues in 
Chicago were increased from $200,- 
000 to $1,700,000, and in the State 
of [illinois from $700,000 to .£4,500,- 
000. The same results were had 
in Missouri. In lowa high license 
closed.1,019 saloons in 70 out of 88 
counties. 

“California,” continued the 
speaker, “has not far from 7,000 
saloons, or one saloon for every 150 
inhabitants. They will average 
two for every saloon, or 14,000 in 
all. “A‘high license, of*$600 per 
year would reduce them 4,000. 
This would release from 6,000 to 
8,000 men, who would be compelled 
to engage in some useful and pro- 
ductive employment. In addition 
to this the number of drunkards, 
crime and pauperism and court 
expenses would be greatly reduced. 
The benefits that would accrue to 
the people could only be estimated

Catching a Thief with a Pocket Lined 
with Fishhooks. 


They were discussing the best way to 
bring a prisoner from the place of his 
arrest to headquarters at the central of- 
fice not long ago, says the New York 
Times, and the collar, cuff, and arm- 
grips were instanced as manual expedi- 
ents, and handcuffs, nippers and pocket 
bludgeon thongs as mechanical aids. 

“IT know,” said a detective who had 
been to Europe and psssed some time in 
the society of London detectives, ‘Show 
a pickpocket was once arrested with- 
out his captor seeing his prisoner’s face | 
before he got to the lockup, and with- 
out anyone putting a handon him. It 
happened this way: A detective who 
was often detailed to gatherings, wed- 
dings, the houses of parliament, West- 
minster abbey, and other public places, 
often ran across a wiry little man who 
he discovered had no business where he 
was seen, and did nothing for a living. 

‘‘Coincidental with the man’s visits to 
crowded places were complaints of lar- 
cenies of articles that were carried in 
the pockets of tails of coats, and espe- 
cially silk handkerchiefs. The detectives 
suspected the little wiry man, but he ey- 
idently had more than one confederate 
to pass what was stolen ‘so as to be 
‘clean,’ for the officer who was watch- 
ing him, and who was nettled at _re- 
proof from his superiors for his negli- 
gence in nét discovering the pickpock- 
et, had him arrested twice by other of- 
ficers and ‘shaken down’ without find- 
ing any stolen goods in his possession. 

“Strange officers were used to make 
the arrests in order that the suspected 
man might not become familiar with 
the principal detective’s face, as he de- 
termined to get him ‘by hook or by | - 
crook.’ Now I don’t mean this for a 
pun, but it came out that way. The de- 
tective belonged to one of the many 
fishing clubs that abound in London, 
and was familiar with tackle. 

“Procuring four .dozen unsnelled 
hooks of the size andstrength used here 
for blackfish, some flax thread and a 
needle, he passed an afternoon in turn- 
ing the tail-pockets of an old-fashioned 
frotk coat into a thief-trap. The hooks 
were ringed and with the needle were 
sewed bent out just inside the pocket, 
permitting a hand to enter, but prevent- | 
ing its withdrawal. [Ie knew of a book 
sale that would be largely attended at 
the east end of the Strand and made up 
carefully for it, so that when he left 
home he wags a pleasant-faced old gobe- 
mouche. 

**At the book sale he took care to be 
as vacuous and unmindful of his sur- 
roundings as possible, but noted the 
presence of the suspect and waited 
calmly for a bite.

There was 
a tug at his coat and a bitter oath, and 
he knew that his man’s hand was seized 
by the hooks, and that he would not 
venture to risk the agony that tearing 
away forcibly would inflict. So he said 
quietly:, ‘If you follow me our surgeon 
will relieve you,’ and attempted to walk | 
to Scotland Yard, half a mile away, the 
trapped thief following with his hand 
in the detective’s pocket. 

‘But such a large crowd gathered that 
the detective had to take a eab and he 
landed the man safely in the detcctive’s 
office. He was held by four of the hooks 
and the barbs had to be cut off before 
they were extracted. The thief con- 
fessed and went to prison for a short 
term, but the Scotland Yard authorities 
frowned on the detective’s method and 
prohibited any further experiments of 
the sort for fear the newspapers would 
denounce the expedient as cruel. But

THE GOLD ARISTOCRACY. 


Shall it Longer Govern +he 
Country ? 


Less Contraction and More Money, 
Stewart, Says, Will Be the Live 
Issue of the Next Campaign. 


Senator Stewart prints a letter in 
the Washington Post of May Ist, Io 
which be combats the current litera- 
ture of the gold monometalists. The 
goldites are making an active Ccam- 
paign in favor of the gold standard 
and are attempting to impress upon 
the people the necessity for dear 
money. They say that the laborer is 
entitled to as good money as- the 
banker, and that he ought to be paid 
in guid, when they know very well 
that he must work for Australian 
wages or not be paid at all if the busi- 
ness of the world is reduced to a gold 
standard. Senator Stewart writes as 
follows: 

Eprror Post: An. international 
agreement for free coinage is neither 
necessary nor desirable. Prior to the 
combination of the United States and 
Europe to demonetize silver, each 
sovereign nation provided for its peo- 
ele such coin or such.paper nmouey as 
it deemed best suited to their wants. 
Phe coin was either gold or silver, or 
both. When sufficient metallic money 
could not be obtained, the deficiency 
was supplied with paper. Great Brit- 
ain used gold; Germany, Austria, 
Holland, India, and other Asiatic 
countries adhered to silver, while the 
Latin Union and the United States 
used both gold and silver as money. 
So long as each nation issued mofhey 
of such material and in such quanti- 
ties as best suited the wants of its 
people without international agree- 
ment, trusts or combinations, a parity 
in-value existed between gold and sil- 
ver, at about 154% of silver to 1 of 
goid: This illustrates the benefits of 
home rule in finance as well as in 
local self-govérnment. Commerce 
was free and untrammeled by the re- 
straints of the gold combination or 
trust which was formed between the 
United States and Europe when silver 
was demonetized. The trust then 
formed controls the money of the 
world, molds financial legislation, 
compels payment of obligations pay- 
able in either gold, silver, or paper in 
vold alone, and produces a monetary 
famine which is exhausting the life- 
blood of civilization. 

The gold monometallists insist that 
this trust shall continue until a ngore 
formidable combination can be entéred 
into by international agreement. The 
proposed combination would deprive 
every sovereign nation of the freedom 
of action formerly enjoyed in supply- 
ing its people with money. If the ex- 
change of the money of one country 
for the money of another were inter- 
national commerce, some reason would 
exist for a unification of the money of 
all nations. But such commerce would 
be fruitless. |

INTERNATIONAL COMMERCE 


Consists in the exchange of the pro- 
ducts of one country for those of an- 
other. No country can produce all the 
commodities which it consumes, but 
every prosperous people produce a eur- 
plus of some commodities which can 
be exchanged for the products of 
other countries. The only use that 
money has in either foreign or domes- 
tic cons merce is a8 a measure or counter 
to facilitate the interchange of prop- 
erty. Its only value is its power in 
exchange. 

The value of the money of any coun- 
try is measured by its purchasing 
It is valuable 
at home and abroad according to its 
power in exchange at hume. All that 
is necessary for a fvureigner, who 
is about to transact business in this 
country, to know concerning our 
money is what is its purchasing power 
in the United States? Bankers who 
leal in exchange, baving a knowledge 
of the purchasing power of the money 
of every nation, readily reduce the 
money of one country to that of the 
ther, and determine how much of the 
money of one country, whether that 
money be gold, silver, or paper, will 
be required to equal in value a given 
quantity of the money of any other 
country. By such knowledge and de- 
termination of the relative value of 
money the rate of exchange is fixed 
and commercial balances adjusted. 

Competition in exchange prevents 
extortion and provides every business 
inan with the money of any country 
he may require. 

Why should a combination be form- 
ed to compel the United States to use 
yold alone for the pretended purpose 
of facilitating the export of our circu- 
lating medium ? 

SELF- PRESERVATION DEMANDS 


That we shall purchase no more 
foreign products than we can 
pay for by an exchange of our own 
surplus production, Any country 
which is compelled to export. its 
} money to buy foreign goods will soon 
come to grief. If we should continue 
to purchase foreign commodities to 
the same extent as we have done 
heretofore, and should pay for them 
in money and not in commodities, 
évery dollar of the money of the 
United States would be exported in 
less than two years, 

A slight balance of trade requiring 
the export of gold creates alarm. 
Countries whose circulating medium 


ean be converted into the money of 
other countries are protected against 
the loss of their money by export. 
Why should they not have this pro- 
tection? Why should we use gold for 
the sole pur 
an opportunity to export: our money? 
If we can have plenty of money, our 
production of wealth will be enormous, 
and the balance of trade in our favor 
will be increased: 

Why argue that it is necessary to 
have gold muney for export to pay 
foreign balances when such balances 
are settled by a well-established sys-

While foreign trade, as before stated, 
is regulated by a system of exchanges, 
and not embarrassed by the particular 
kind of money used by different na- 
tions, domestic trade and commerce 
depend upon the volume of money at 
home. The best money for home 
consumption is that which will pro- 
duce the most wealth and secure the 
greatest general prosperity. The false 


best money sometimes deceives in- 
telligent people; but such assumption 
will not bear investigation. The value 
of money depends upon the law of 
supply and demand. The less the 
supply, the demand remaining the 
same, the dearer each dollar or each 
unit of money will be. 

If the quantity of money in this 
country were reduced to one-fourth of 
its present volume, 


THE VALUE OF EACH DOLLAR 


Would be immensely increased, while 
the wages of labor and the price of 
property would be correspondingly re- 
duced. Noone will deny that such a 
result would be disastrous. The re- 
duced volume of money might be good 
for the persons who possessed it, but 
it would be ruinous to the. prosperity 
of the country. “It would not be good 
money for the people, because by its 
possession the few would enslave the 
many. 

When money is plenty wealth is 
rapidly jer 0 and the wants of 
the people are supplied. An adequate 
volume of money in any country pro- 
duces the greatest wealth, and, meas- 
ured by the good it performs, it is the 
best money. In other words, when 
there is an insufficient supply it is bad 
money, because it is an instrument of 
oppression and wrong; but when the 
supply is adequate it is good money, 
because it produces prosperity. 

Since silver was demonetized and 
gold regarded as the only money of 
redemption, the quantity of gold coin 
has not materially increased. Many 
statisticians think there is less gold 


EUROPE AND AMERICA 


Than there was in 1873, and that the 
entire product of the mines has been 
employed for non-monetary purposes. 
However that may be, it must be ad- 
mitted that there is not gold enough 
for use as money; that the vast fabric 
of credit in the commercial world de- 
pending upon gold for payment or re- 
demption must be restricted and the 
volame of business reduced to corre- 
spond with the decreasing supply of 
gold. It cannot be denied that the 
gold standard means contraction, low 
prices, stagnation and want. The 
monometallists suggest no remedy for 
these evils, but insist that they must 
be endured and the people deprived of 
money because other commercial na- 
tions adhere to the gold standard. 
Why should we be compelled to do as 
Europe does? How are we benefited 
by remaining in the gold combination ? 

Our English \ cousins. indulged in 
extravagant: speculation in South 
America, and incurred gold obliga- 
tions which were heavier than they 
could bear. The demand for gold 
upon the great house of the Barings 
shook the financial credit of the com- 
mercial world. The people of the 
United States, having been forced by 
the demonetization of silver into the 
gold combination with Europe, were 
compelled to sustain their Enylish 
cousins by a liberal contribution of 
the gold reserves of this country, 
which were already inadequate for the

QUALITIES AS GOLD. 


It is more convenient for monetary 
uses, and, besides, it is the money of 
the people.

The 
government action which rejected the 
white metal as money in the United 
States and Europe was secured by 
strategy or fraud. The people of this 
country now demand the’ uncondi- 
tional restoration of silver.

If we are to have the gold 
standard there is no use for silver. 
Paper is just as good and more con- 
venient. We must have silver as 
money of redemption equally with 
gold. The basis of credit is not en- 
larged bv using silver as credit money 
redeemable in gold. The people un- 
derstand this question better than the 
politicians. It is idle for the gold 
monometallists to continue their ef- 
forts to deceive. The campaign of 
sophistry . and  misrepresentation, 
which they have inaugurated and 
which they call an educational cam- 
paign, will not make converts to gold 
monometallism. On the contrary, it 
will provoke discussion and hasten 
financial emancipation.
